PCT Publication No. WO 98/21691 discloses a method for accurately 
identifying identification codes of a plurality of non-contact IC cards. 

Japanese Patent No. 10-32851 discloses a receiving signal containing a 
time information code which shows a message and time information and a 
specified time, and when a decoder 3 reads the time information code, the 
decoder 3 reads the specified time that follows the time information code and 
stores it in a memory part 9, and then periodically performs time comparison 
processing which compares the current time with the specified time stored in the 
part 9, and when the current time watches with the specified time, the decoder 3 
outputs a ring tone and shows a corresponding message. 

Japanese Patent No. 9-41756 discloses a lock manipulation member 20 
which contract-operates an operation member 16 against an energizing force of 
an elastic member from the vertical direction at a locking action position and a 
rotary manipulation type lock 14 which operates this lock manipulation member 
at a locked position and a lock cancel position, are provided on the front board of 
a specific drawer.
